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PREFACE. 

The scarab collection herein described has accimiulated from 
the year 1889 until the present time ; owing to my permanent work 
the drawings went on but slowly, and though begun in 1898, were 
not completed till the middle of this year. 

About twenty-five of the scarabs which had been previously 
published in the Proceedings of the Society of Biblical Archaeology 
are shown in the plates three-quarters full size ; the remainder of the 
collection is represented on a scale of two-thirds natural size. 

I am indebted to the Society of Biblical Archaeology for per- 
mission to use the blocks of the scarabs formerly published in their 
Proceedings (May, 1899), and must here say that I have not seen 
reason to change the views I expressed in that papet, with regard to 
the age of the " Shesha " and similar scarabs. Consequently the 
arrangement of the scarabs in this book follows the lines I laid down 
then. 

To Mr. W. H. Rylands, F.S.A., I am very much indebted for 
the arrangement of my drawings previous to making the blocks. 

Mr. W. L. Nash, F.S.A., lias most kindly aided me throughout, 
and it is no exaggeration to say that without his help this book 
could not have been published, owing to my absence in Egypt.

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INTRODUCTION. 

The publication of a collection of scarabs and cylinders may need 
a few words of justification, for I have not unfrequently been 
told by people whom I may be allowed to term professional 
Egyptologists, that the collecting of scarabs is a mania, mild perhaps, 
but still distinctly a hobby, much the same as collecting stamps, and 
quite unworthy of the attention of serious Egyptologists. 

This view I venture to think is a false one. Doubtless there 
are folk who collect scarabs just as others collect old watches or 
Chippendale chairs, and with equally little judgment, so that their 
collections run more to quantity than to quality or rarity. 

The justification for a collection of scarabs consists in several 
points ; First of all, if it is to be at all complete, the collector must learn 
his history well and remember it, to enable him to pick out the scarabs 
he wants from the hundreds he will see. And having more or less 
mastered his history, he will very likely try to learn something about 
the language, and may thus, in time, be able to contribute to our 
knowledge ; secondly, it is well known that many kings' names are 
known to us at present only by their .scarabs, and it is important to 
seize all chances of improving our knowledge of the various dynasties : 
thirdly, and perhaps this is the most important point, that a knowledge 
of scarabs is a most valuable means of dating excavation work. It is 
often said by Egyptologists who have not excavated or paid attention 
to scarabs, that as a king's name on a scarab may always belong to a 
period subsequent to his reign, that therefore its use for dating 
purposes is either nil or very little at all ; but a collector knows 
that this is not really so : if dating went by the name alone their 
contention might be true, but when the dating is based on the 
names combined with a consideration of the style, the scarab is one 
of the most valuable aids which we have for dating purposes. Of 
course it may be objected that scarabs may have been kept as heir- 
looms, but unless of valuable material, which they seldom are, this 
would seem to be very improbable.

INTRODUCTION. V 

Again, it has often been stated that forgeries are very common, 
but more than ten years' experience enables me to say that this is not 
so. Forgeries are rare for the simple reason that as a rule it would 
not pay people to make them. It is true there are certain classes of 
imitation scarabs, but so unmistakable that generally not even tourists 
are taken in by them. The forgeries I have in my mind are the artistic 
productions similar to those of Greek gems made in Italy, and these 
are exceedingly rare. Of late years a form of forgery has sprung up 
practised by people in Achmeem and Luxor : it consists in re-glazing 
perfectly genuine old scarabs ; this is hard to detect, but the glaze is 
nearly always green and can generally be seen even in specimens of 
good colour by the glaze overlaying ancient cracks and breaks, 
especially along the edges of the object which has been re-glazed. 
On the whole, however, it may be safely stated that there is, as a 
rule, very little doubt as to the genuiness of scarabs and cylinders. 

In early Egypt the representation ot the scarab or beetle 
was very largely used both in small objects and in architectural 
decoration. The beetle seems to have been considered to be the 
representative or fetish of the god Kephra the creator. Everyone 
who has been in Egypt probably remembers the quantities of long- 
legged black beetles to be seen on the land, especially after the crops 
have been cleared, and along the edges of the desert ; the flood during 
the high tide covers all the land, and yet when it recedes the beetles 
reappear. Hence perhaps the beetle connected itself in the minds of 
the Egyptians with " ever livingness " or immortality. The pains- 
taking way in which the beetle makes a ball of dirt containing its 
eggs, and then rolls it by means of its hind legs up the banks or on 
to the desert above high flood level, probably suggested the connection 
with the god who was called the creator, and as Kephra himself was 
apparently held to be only one of the many manifestations of the sun, 
the sun itself became finally represented by a beetle sailing in the 
celestial barque. The cylinder, however, appears to have had no 
particular meaning attached to it, it was purely utilitarian, and was 
used as a convenient form of object on which to inscribe a name or 
mark by which a man might seal and recognise his property. It may 
have come in with the early invaders, brought from their home on 
the Euphrates ; it lasted into quite late times in Babylonia and Assyria, 
but was speedily replaced in Egypt by the stone^cut representation 
of the beetle. 

Amongst scarabs and cylinders the latter are certainly the 
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VI INTRODUCTION. 

earliest. In the work at Abydos conducted by Monsieur Am^lineau, 
and afterwards by Professor Petrie, and at Nagadah excavated by 
Professor Petrie and Monsieur de Morgan, scarabs bearing the 
names or titles of the early kings do not appear to have occurred, 
their place being taken by cylinders, a very few of which have been 
found, but the form of others may be inferred from the impressions 
of them on the jar sealings, which have furnished us with the names 
or parts of the names of some thirty kings of the very earliest times, 
including that of the first historical king Mena himself. 

These early cylinders seem to have been distinguished by a 
certain cxudeness or archaicness of the letters, which are rounder 
and have not the precision of later times. 

The cartouche is often an oval, without a base, and is crenellated 
like the figures which contain the names of conquered towns or 
peoples, which are met with so often on the walls of the temples of 
the XVIIIth and later dynasties, &c. The so-called banner-name 
is surmounted, not only by the figure of a hawk, but also by the 
figure of a jackal. In same cases these animals wear the double 
crown, in others they are uncrowned (Tombeau Royal Negadah^ 
de Morgan, pp. 243, 244, &c.). Of these early cylinders the present 
collection contains several examples, but only one of them can be 
read with certainty. 

The material of which they were made appears to have been 
generally a soft blackish stone, which seems to be a kind of 
serpentine, the surface of which gets black on exposure. Sometimes, 
as in example (Plate I, No. i), a hard material, like carnelian, is used. 

Between the time of the very early kings and the end of the 
Ilird dynasty there seems to be a gap, to which we are unable to 
assign either scarabs or cylinders. The earliest scarabs seem to be 
those of Neb-ka-ra, of which there is an example shown (Plate I, 
No. 6). The material is steatite ; the back is well formed, domed 
and high ; the legs of the insect are boldly carved, and the wing 
cases are shown ; the letters are large and somewhat rough. No 
trace of tlie original colour of the glaze remains. 

Scarabs are generally made of steatite. Very probably the soft 
black serpentine did not lend itself easily to glazing. Cyhnders 
lasted through the IVth and Vlth dynasties, and appear after an 
interval in the Xllth again, and then after the Xllth speedily die out. 
It is almost impossible to describe the style of scarabs in 'writing, 
but the points to be noticed are height of the back, whether the 
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INTRODUCTION. vii 

legs are cut or only indicated, whether the wing cases are shown on 
the back, and the colour and nature of the glaze. 

It is an open question whether the scarabs bearing the names of 
kings of the IVth-VIth dynasties are really contemporaneous. They 
have been treated as such in the arrangement of my collection, 
where the archaic form of the letters or other such points seem to 
justify the assumption. On the other hand, they do not appear to 
have been found in burials of those times. In five undisturbed 
burials of the Vth dynasty opened by me at Tehneh, the whole 
funeral furniture consisted of rough earthenware pots and wooden 
pillows. Only one of the latter bore the name of the owner, and 
yet these burials were those of important officials, who made rock- 
cut tombs for themselves. It seems probable thar during the 
revival in the XXVIth dynasty of the priesthoods attached to the 
shrines' of early kings, many scarabs of these kings would be made 
as amulets by persons desiring the protection of the deceased king 
who had merged into Osiris, and this would account for their being 
found at the pyramids of Guizeh and at Sakarah. When, however, 
we consider the cylinders, there is no doubt of their being con- 
temporary, as impressions of cylinders on the clay jar sealings, 
which formed part of the original tomb provision, have been 
frequently found. Specimens of these are shown (Plate I, Nos. 13 
and 16, and Plate II, No. 17). 

Wlien we look for similar clay impressions of scarabs, they do 
not appear to be forthcoming until perhaps the Xlth dynasty. 
During the Xllth dynasty they are common, but most of those 
known to us appear to have come from Professor Petrie's work at 
Kahun. Here the papyri were tied up with a thread and sealed 
with a clay seal, and this method of securing documents lasted until 
late times, as I have seen late Greek letters bearing clay seals, the 
thread binding being still intact in 1899. It is obvious that the 
scarab played an important part as a seal or token in a country 
where few persons wrote, and where, even in the present day, the 
vast majority of the people, even when educated, still affix their 
seals to documents or letters. This habit probably accounts for the 
large number of scarabs bearing patterns found from the Xllth 
dynasty onwards. Very likely a pattern was more difficult to forge or 
imitate than a name, so that possibly even people of importance used 
pattern scarabs. In the clay impressions from Kahun and elsewhere 
the greater number are patterns, some of them of exceeding fineness. 
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With regard ta the glazes used on scarabs, it has been already 
pointed out by Professor Petrie that these differ according to the 
place of manufacture, but it can be safely stated generally, that the 
finest work is that of the Xllth dynasty. This fine period lasts till 
the beginning of the XII I th, and falls away entirely during the 
XlVth-XVIIth. Of course occasionally a fine specimen is found 
during the worst periods. During the XVIIIth there is a revival. 
Very fine green-blue glaze with fine cutting is found under 
Tehutmes III, and fine glaze is not rare under Amenhotep II and 
Tehutmes IV. Under Amenhotep III there is a change ; scarabs 
begin to go out of fashion, and porcelain rings of fine glaze and 
varied colours come in. These fashions culminated in the fine glazed 
rings of all colours belonging to the Akh-n-aten period. After the 
XVIIIth dynasty scarabs came in again generally, but are often 
very poor, both in glaze and cutting. Plaques, which begin under 
Amenhotep I sparingly and become common under Amenhotep III, 
are now revived, but the glaze has seldom lasted. Under the later 
Ramessides the plaques have often rounded tops, and are orna- 
mented on the back with the raised figure of a cynocephalus ape. 
Pendants in the form of cartouches are common. 

In the XXIInd dynasty soft pottery and pastes come in, and 
scarabs are rarer than previously. The work, with occasional excep- 
tions, is poor, and continues so until the revival in the XXVIth, 
whea scarabs are made generally in hard stone of all kinds and 
colours. Small lozenge-shaped plaques for using as ring bezels, 
often exquisitely cut, are not rare. Silver finger rings, bearing the 
owner*s name, come into general use. In the XXXth dynasty scarabs 
with kings' or private names are rare. Quantities of poor amulet- 
scarabs seem to have been the only kinds made. Pottery is the 
common material, generally badly glazed. 

Here, then, the reign of the scarab, which lasted several thousand 
years, finally comes to a close. I am not inclined to believe that 
there are such things as Ptolemaic or Roman scarabs, though they 
are sometimes spoken of; but nobody appears to have found such 
things in situ, and until they are so found, it is open to those who 
have excavated and never found them, to doubt their existence.

Between the sixth and the eleventh dynasties scarabs do not 
appear to have been used ; at one time I was inclined to attribute 
Nos. 79 and 83 to the sixth dynasty, and Nos, 160-172 and 
similar scarabs to the gap between the sixth and eleventh dynasties ; 
latterly it has seemed to me that there is not sufficient evidence to 
justify this, and that we cannot point to any scarabs or cylinders as 
certainly belonging to this period. It is of course quite possible 
that further discoveries will modify or perhaps entirely upset this 
view.

The scarabs between Nos. 40 and 125 can be safely attributed 
to the times of the Xllth to XlVth dynasties. In no other 
period of Egyptian history can so many private name scarabs be 
found. The readings given are many of them conjectural, as 
our knowledge of the meaning of the various titles used is still 
scanty. In the next section are gathered together other names 
of kings and private persons whom I am inclined to think filled up 
the very little known times of the XVth to XVIIIth dynasties. 
The general roughness of the style points to a period of unrest 
and civil commotion. It seems as if certain groups of scarabs, like 
Nos. 160-166 and Nos. 1 75-181, might possibly belong to petty 
dynasties which flourished for a few generations, and maintained 
a certain continuity of style. The whole question, however, is at 
present one of great uncertainty, and is merely one man's opinion 
against another man's. Moreover, on account of the ruthless 
destruction of sites in the last twenty years particularly, it is a 
question which I fear may now always remain unsettled.

Several of the previous scarabs, Nos. 13 7-1 41 and Nos. 143-146, 
etc., may be private names, but the reading of them is too uncertain 
to be attempted. They may, of course, be purely ornamental 
designs, but they, most of them at any rate, belong to a period after 
the Xlllth and before the XVIIIth dynasties. Of the scarabs 
compounded with Nub^ I believe Nos. 154 and 155 are merely 
amulets of a much later date, probably XXVIth dynasty. In the 
British Museum there is a scarab similar to No. 158, with the 
cartouche of Tehutmes III on the back, which points to a later date 
for these also. 

The scarabs which follow (Nos. 160-172) seem to belong to 
one well-marked type, and may belong to a short dynasty before 
the Hyksos invasion.

The scarabs immediately following I am inclined to attribute 
if not to the Hyksos period itself, at any rate to the period which 
elapsed between the end of the XVth and the middle of the 
XVIIth dynasties. Two of them, Nos. 174, 175, belong to the 
Hyksos king, Apepi I. The others, with the distinctive title of 
heq-setu, "chief of the deserts," point to foreigners of probably 
an Eastern origin. As will be seen, I have been able to add two 
fresh names of this type to those already known.

This brings us to the end of the troubled period which inter- 
vened between the decadence which followed the Xlllth dynasty 
and the final expulsion of the foreign (Hyksos) invaders in the 
XVIIth dynasty. We are now met by an entire change of style. 
The well known scroll pattern seems to have run its coiirse and 
now appears but rarely. What I have called the ^'vertical line^^ 
type, which meets us in the scarabs of Shesha, Khian and lapeqhar, 
also disappears. The possible reason may be that the chief Hyksos 
city and probably manufactory was in the eastern Delta. Other 
towns in the Delta, such as Tell el-Yahudieh and Tell Bastah, 
maintain styles of their own, supported by local petty kings or 
princes, whose scarabs, though not invariably from there, are not 
frequently met with in the southern country. The XVIIth dynasty 
seems to have been a Theban one, or at any rate, as soon as it had 
consolidated a little, the capital was. fixed at Thebes. Scarabs of 
the earlier kings, such as the Seqenen-ra family, do not appear to 
be known. The earliest and only example in the present collection

With the following king we get a very distinct change of style, 
scarabs appear to have laigely gone out of fashion for the fifty years 
or so during which the influence of the Aten worship lasted. 
Numberless porcelain rings were made, the glazes were more 
brilliant and varied than either before or afterwards. The violet 
glaze on small objects is especially a mark of this period, and is 
seldom repeated afterwards. Faience rings and bezels for setting 
were moulded, and of the moulds many hundreds have been found, 
mainly at Tell el-Amarna.

This brings us to the end of the XVIIIth dynasty ; it differs from 
the Xlllth in that it appears to have been, both externally and 
internally, fairly strong throughout its entire duration. The decay 
seems to have been limited to the short period following the 
death of Ankh-n-aten, and the consequent overthrow of the Aten 
religion. The Aten period, of perhaps some seventy years, was 
marked by the artistic character of all articles made then ; it seems 
like a revival of the fine work of the Xllth dynasty, tempered 
and made less stiff by the Semitic influences which had begun to 
pervade Egypt ever since the victorious Asiatic campaigns of 
Tehutmes III. The excellence of the glazes, and the variety of 
the colours employed on small pottery objects were never again 
equalled in Egypt ; and it is unfortunate that with the advent of 
Hor-em-heb and the destruction of Tell el-Amama, the out-put of 
such objects appears to cease. The break between the XVIIIth 
and XlXth dynasties seems to have been very complete in some 
ways. Notably the dress of the upper classes, both men and 
women, seems to have changed entirely, and to have more nearly 
approached Asiatic fashions. The fashion of rings instead of scarabs 
went out, not to be generally revived until quite late times.

According to Wiede- 
mann's theory (Hist., p. 536), she was the 
daughter of Penet'em I., who also took her to 
wife, to prevent the chance of her children trying 
to oust him in his old age. Syenite. 

Here the purely Egyptian native dynasties come to an end. The 
Ramessides appear to have been banished to the Oases during the 
civil commotions which ushered in the reign of the priest kings of 
the XXIst dynasty. It is just possible that if the Sheshanqs, 
Usarkons, and Takelots of the XXIInd dynasty were really of 
Lybian descent, as is now thought, they may have claimed the 
throne through marriage with the descendants of the exiled 
Ramessides ; certainly a royal son Rameses, commander of soldiers, is 
associated with Sheshanq I in the foundation of some buildings at 
Tell Bastah. But the old line seems to be extinct (except through 
marriage). Occasionally a more or less native king appears for a 
short while, but until the XXVth dynasty, the rulers who maintained 
their power over the whole country for any length of time, appear to 
have been mainly foreigners. 

Scarabs bearing names of kings or officials are rarer, the art of 
permanent glazes seems to have been lost. Cartouche-shaped 
pendants often take the place of scarabs, and pastes rarely found in 
earlier times come into use.

APPENDIX. 



The following rough translations of the historical scarabs of 
Amenhotep III are given, as no other scarabs bear similar in- 
scriptions, and the fashion appears to have lasted only during this 
king's reign. 

261. The living Horus, the strong bull, glorious in truth, lord of 
North and South, establisher of laws, he who unites the two 
lands, the golden Horus, strong of sword, smiter of the 
foreign lanck, king of North and South ** Ra-ma-neb," son 
of the sun ; " Amenhotep, prince of Thebes," giver of life, 
and the great royal wife "Thii"; concerning lions, his 
majesty brought from his chase himself, beginning from the 
first year (of his reign) until the tenth year, 102 fierce lions. 

262 after titles as above the inscription continues ; The 

great royal wife Thii, the living one, the name of her father 
was lua, and the name of her mother was Thuaa, she is the 
wife of the great king (behold), his frontier extends to the 
South to Kari, to the North as far as Naharena. 

263. Year two, under the Majesty of (Neb-ma-ra) (Amenhtp-heq- 
uas) giving life, and the great royal wife Thii living like 

Ra (titles as in 261) Marvel done by 

his Majesty. One came to say to his Majesty, " Behold, 

there are wild cattle upon the desert in the territory 

of the city (?) of Sheta " (?) ; his Majesty voyaged going down 
the stream in the royal dahabeah (the) Kha-m-maat during 
the night, he made a good journey, and reached in safety 
the land of Sheta in the morning. His Majesty mounted 
upon a horse, his whole army following him. The captains 
and the rank and file of the whole army in its entirety, and 
the children with them, were commanded to watch the wild 
cattle. Behold his Majesty ordered that they should 
surround these wild cattle in an enclosure with a zeribah. 
Ordered his Majesty to count the whole of these cattle, 
account of them 170 cattle, account of what his Majesty 
took in hunting in that day, 56 cattle. His Majesty waited 
four days [to give] spirit ? to his horses. His Majesty went 
upon a horse these cattle His Majesty cap- 
tured 20 cattle [Total] 85 wild cattle 

This, the latest found, and so far unique, specimen of the historical 
scarabs, give us an interesting point, namely that in the second year 
of the king's reign, when he would be about sixteen years old, he was 
already wedded to Queen Thii. (See Proc. See, BibL Arch., May, 
1899, D. 156.)
